THE WINTER AND THE CROPS. 
It is conceded among agricultural 
that the character of the Winter has muc 
to do with the crops. Certain it is, that an 
open winter with frequent changes from 
warm to cold weather, sunshine and sleet 
alternating with each other, is followed by 
a short crop if not an entire failure The 
present winter thus far has given promise 
of another abundant haryest. From the 
commencement, the fiélds have been 
tected by the snow, anid should it remain a 
few weeks longer, old Win'‘er will certainly 
have done his share to fill to overflowing 
the garners of the husbandman. Not only 
does the snow protect the roots of the win- 
ter crops, but the ammonia which it brings 
down from the atmosphere and transmits 
to the soil is a most important fertiliser, 
and helps to stimulate and perfect the gom- 
ing crop. It may be that many other ele- 
ments lie hid in the thick mantie of snow 
which make our fields fru‘tful and help to 
Sless the land with abundance. 

Good sleighing also enables farmers to 
market their crops and to provide fencing, 
fuel and other supplies for the coming sca- 
son, While our “Southern brethren” have 
been marching to the shusic of drum and 
fife, and preparing for a very inglorious 
war, our people have been quietly prepar- 
ing for another season of successfal hus- 
bandry, and it needs no prophet to foretell 
who will in the end ensure the more desira- 
ble reward. 

Thus far we bave not lad any reports in 
regard to the effects of the cold upon the 
fruit; but, if we mistake not, the tempera- 
ture has not been low enough to cause any 
fears among orchardists. As the snow 
protects the winter cereals, to it also 
shields the roots of the trees, and is other- 
wise an advantage to the orchard and the 
nursery. It is also generally understood 
that a beal\hy summer follows a good “ old 
fashioned” winter, and we believe the rule 
is based on well-attested ¢xperience. In. 
every respect. therefore, we. think Winter 
is deing his part to promote the happiness 
and the prosperity of the Wesi. - 


Oar Northern Coast Defences. 
The value of fortifications for sea-coast de- 
fences has be en sufficiently tested by the civ- 
ilized uations of the present day, proof of 
which is given in the failure of the formidable 


Crimean war against the splendid fortitications 
of the Black and Baltic seas. Fortifications 
are now very justly estcemed the cheapest and 
most effectusl means of defence for almost cy- 
ery bnportant commercial point, and with the 
heavy guns of the present day no fleet can 
match a perfectly constructed fortification, 
which, when completed, can be kept in repair 
at a comparatively trifling cost. A fortress 
costing not more than double the sum neces- 
sary to build and equip a ship of the line, wi) 
constitute a formidable defence for any har- 
bor, and the value of such defences is becom- 
ing more and more apparent, day by day. As 
our population and the facilities for communi- 
} cation increase, & military forec of any extent 
can, with more readiness, be concentrated at 
any given point with the quickest dispatch ; 
and to illustrate this fact, a larger foree could 
be thrown into New York in tem days, at the 
larthest, by means of internal communication, 
than could be brought from abroad ia a year 
by any means which any foreign power could 
possibly command. With our natura! coast 
defences of shoals, sand-bars and rocky reefs, 
our extensive linc of fortifications, finished 
‘and in progress, added te the extensive system 
of railway lines which chain the mountains to 
the seaboard, a capability for defence is con- 
ferred upon the nation, obviating forever the | 
necessity of a large standing army, ors 
more numerous than is 4 
tection to our ships in the prosecution OF 
extended commerce. / 

Let us, then, observe the defences of the 
Northern States, embracing the line of eca-
